WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy’s request for $285 million 
more for increasing the size and 
readiness of Army and Marine 
combat units forecasts a speed-up 
of several years in the Army’s pro- 
gram to reorganize its divisions. 

The Army had been awaiting 
some new types of equipment be- 
fore reorganizing to create four 
types of divisions rather than 
three. Also under study were plans 
to make command and control more 
responsive to the tactical situation 
for the three other than armored 
divisions. 

Now. it appears that the Army 
will get enough more men and be 
able to speed its buying to the 
point where it.can beef up its 
divisions in months instead of 
years. . 

The new units will all consist 
of a division headquarters, three 
brigade headquarters and certain 
command, control and support 
units. To this basic structure will

WASHINGTON—A working group named by the De- 
fense Department to study the military compensation sys- 
tem has come up with recommendations to: 





® Raise quarters allowances, 37 
| percent; 

@ Expand proficiency pay; 

® Allow recomputation of re- 
| tired pay, and 

® Provide veteran benefits for 
those injured in “brush fire” wars. 

Defense and the services are all 
in favor of doing these things.

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Court Terms Code 
Changes Destructive 


WASHINGTON—The Court. of 

Military Appeals says it is “ap- 
palled” by Army proposals to alter 
the Code of Military Justice. 
' The court said the Army has de- 
stroyed the basis for what was pre- 
viously believed to. be unanimous 
agreement upon a whole set of 
changes. 

For the first time since 1953, the 
court’s annual report fails to con- 
tain a set of joint recommenda- 
tions by the Code Committee, made 
up of the judges and service JAGS. 

The annual report does contain 
a copy of this old “omnibus bill” 
(last year’s HR 3387), upon which 
up to that time all services and the 
court had been in agreement. 

But this year’s Army JAG report 
called for changes in that bill, 
changes that, according to the 
court, created “considerable doubt” 
whether there is any agreement. 

The court said that many changes 
to the Code have been proposed; 
some would help it; some would 
destroy it. 

It cited the Army proposals as 


examples of the destructive kind. | ; 


Destructive proposals, said the 
judges, have two main character- 
istics: 

“A lack of understanding of the 
fundamental fact that the Consti- 
tution applies to members of the 


armed forces; and either a willful 
refusal to accept the constitutional 
grant of authority -to Congress ‘to 
make rules for the government of 
the land and naval forces,’ or, a 
complete willingness to cireumvent 
a? 

The judges singled out Army pro- 
posals to give broader search and 
seizure power to military authori- 
ties and to modify the rule pro-

Senators 
Clash On 
Capehart 


WASHINGTON — The military 
services would get a lot more Cape. 
hart housing units if the Senate 
Banking and Currency committee 
had its way. 

The committee voted this week 
to extend the law until October 
1962. And in its report the com- 
mittee made a vigorous defense of 
the program. The defense comes 
at a time when the Capehart pro- 
gram has been under sharp attack 
on Capitol Hill. It represents a 
major clash between Senate com- 
mittees. 

Under the omnibus housing bill 
the Banking and Currency group 
brought to the Senate floor this 
week, the services could have 
12,000 new Capehart units in the 
coming year @ same amount the 
House provided in passing the mili- 
tary construction bill, This’ would 
include 7074 new ts and 5000 
units. previously authorized. 

But the Senate following the 
advice of its Armed. Services com- 
mittee, threw out the Capehart 
units and merely approved 2000 
units of appropriated fund housing

First Time In 


Promotion Trial 


WASHINGTON ~— Approx- 
imately 61,000 soldiers will be 
tested in August for profi- 
ciency pay, verified primary 
MOS and promotion qualifica- 
tion, Army Times learned this 
week. The August test sched- 
ule was announced in DA Cir- 
cular 611-34, soon to be re 
leased to the’ field. 


Men in 85 MOSs and 283 skill 
levels will take the August tests— 
one.of the largest groups evaluated 
by the Army to date. For the first 
time, E Min 29 jobs and 111 skills 
will be: evaluated. Among those 
to be tested for the first time are 
MP’s, administrative specialists, 
postal clerks, medical ° records 
clerks, heavy vehicle drivers, gen- 
eral warehousemen and_ small 
arms repairmen, If they score high 
enough on the August tests, these 
| men and others tested for the first 

time will be able to draw their first 
| proficiency pay bonuses next fall. 


One of the most important factors 
involved in‘ the August test session 
will be the scoring of the tests 
for promotion qualifieation. A 
month ago, the Army announced 
that the new PQS system would be 
| launched with May MOS tests. The 
test results, in addition to their 
use to establish a soldier’s eli- 
gibility to draw pro pay and to 
discover whether or not he is 
qualified to hold his primary MOS 
(in itself, a relatively new pro- 
gram), will now be used for this 
third purpose—to establish promo- 
tion qualification. 

Although the PQS scores are to 
be used by commanders on a “per- 
missive” basis from the start, they 
eventually be required. This will 
probably come early next year. 
Commanders are now being “en- 
couraged” to use the PQS scores 
to determine whether or not their 
men are “promotion qualified.” 
These scores will be announced 
along with pro pay and VPMOS 
cut-offs, but will be based on the 
same tests.

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Defense Opposes 
Cold War GI Bill 


WASHINGTON—Enactment of cold war GI Bill legis- 
lation would “seriously hamper” military reenlistment rates 
which have shown a marked improvement since the 1955 
cutoff date for Korea GI Bill entitlement, Defense Depart- 
ment told the Senate Veterans Affairs subcommittee this 


week. 

But despite this objection and 
those from the Veterans Admini- 
stration, Sen. .Ralph Yarborough 
(D., Tex.), veterans affairs sub- 
committee chairman, announced 
plans to report a cold war GI Bill 
containing education training, vo- 
cational rehabilitation, and farm 
and home loans to the Senate floor 
for vote. * 

Rep. Olin Teague (D., Tex.) 
pointed out that an all-grant edu- 
cation veterans bill might be out 
but prospects for a program based 
on loans, loans coupled with schol- 
arships, or modified grants are 
still good. 

Teague, chairman of the House 
Veterans Affairs committee, said 
his unit “plans to hold exhaustive 
hearings on the cold war GI Bill. 
It’s far from dead.” But to every- 
body but the lawmakers, the leg- 
islation appears dead for all times. 

The administration is solidly 
against a cold war GI Bill educa- 
tion program, especially on an all- 
grant basis. This week’s. testimony 
from Defense and VA and earlier 
testimony from Budget Bureau 
confirms this fact. 

Stephen §S. Jackson, deputy as- 
sistant secretary of Defense for 
manpower, told the subcommittee 
the military reenlistment rate was 
critical in fiscal 1954 and 1955 
“when the reup rate for Regulars 
completing initial tours of duty 
averaged less than 15 percent.” 

Jackson pointed out that De- 
fense now retains nearly 30 per- 


cent of its first-term personnel,, 


partly because of the curtailment 
of GI Bill benefits and because of 
improved incentives. Since 1955, 
Congress has enacted 10 important 
laws affecting personnel, pay in- 
creases, improved promotion op- 
portunities, dependent medical 
care, and survivor benefits, to 
name a few. 





Retirement Pay 
Raise Boosts 
Deduction, Too 


WASHINGTON—The Comptrol- 
ler General has ruled that where 
retired pay is increased retroac- 
tively, so is the deduction for con- 
tingency option. — 

The ruling came on a Navy re- 
quest for guidance about how to 
pay Lt. Comdr. George D. Hilding, 
USN (Ret.). 

He was drawing $336 a month 
retired pay in 1954 when he took 
an option that called for a 15 per- 
cent deduction in pay. 

Later, in the Court of Claims, 
he won a complicated lawsuit that 
said he should have been getting 
$400.14 a month in 1954 and cor- 
ener higher rates since 

en. 


The issue in the suit was whether 
the Navy had given him the right 
choice about how to compute his 
disability pay when the Career 
Compensation Act came in 1949. 

The Navy then wanted to know 
if it should collect from him some 
back contingency option dues cor- 
responding to his higher pay. _ 

The Comptroller said this was 
an excellent idea and the disburs- 
ing officer did the right thing by 
holding up a final settlement. 

The option deduction was $55.08 
a month when his payments began 
in 1954. Applied to the right re- 


‘| tired pay, the deductions would 


have been $62.90. The officer owes 
the difference for every month 
since April, 1954, said the Comp- 
troller. 








“These laws and the administra- 
tive actions taken by the armed 
forces have conttibuted substan- 
tially to increasing career attrac- 
tiveness,” Jackson said. 

Both Defense and VA endorsed 
legislation, which already has 
passed the House, to extend voca- 
tional rehabilitation benefits to 
disabled peacetime veterans. If 
this benefit is added to the list 
now available to peacetime vet- 
erans “there will exist a very sub- 
stantial and well-rounded system 
of benefits to discharge the respon- 
sibility of the federal government 
to this group of veterans,” VA told 
the subcommittee.

Meloy, 57, has been named to 
succeed Gen. Carter B. Magruder 
as commander of the Eighth Army. 
Magruder is retiring. 

The Eighth Army command post 
also entails command of the United 
States and Republic of Korea forces 
manning the truce line under au- 
thority of the United Nations. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF ; 
New Officer Rating 
Reg Sent to Field 


WASHINGTON—Now available in AG publications depots through- 
out the world are AR 623-105, the new Officer Efficiency Report reg- 
ulation, and DA Form 67-5, the new Officer Efficiency Report. 

The new form and regulation were extensively described in 
Army Times last month. 

AR 623-105 is a 34-page regulation containing 26 ' paragraphs 
designed to explain and give complete instructions for filling out and 
sending to DA headquarters Form 67-5. 

Effective date of the new regulation, which replaces one of the 
same.number with Changes 1 and 4, is given as 30 Sept. 1961, the date 
on which warrant officers are to be given their annual ratings. Thus 
the new form is to be used for warrant officer FY 1962 ratings. How- 
ever, the regulation calls for counseling of those to be rated four 
months before the form is filled out. It thus appears that regulations 
do not require a formal counseling session before filling out Form 
67-5 this year. Officials nevertheless indicated that such versions should 
be held. 

Date of the new version of AR 623-105 is 2 May 1961. 

Availability of the regulation and form before 1 June gives rating 
officers four months in which to study the new system. The goal 
set for itself by the Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel 
was to have the new reg available to the field three months before 
its effective date. DCSPER officials hope that the gain of one month 
over original plans will help the field and will encourage commanders 
and rating officers to get the new rating system into immediate opera- 
tion for purposes other than actual ratings. 














Oversea Tour Regs Consolidated 


WASHINGTON—A new basic regulation covering the Army’s 
policies on oversea tours has just been published and is now on its 
way to the field. The new reg—AR 614-30—zgives all the details on 
eligibility and selection of officers and enlisted men for oversea 
service and outlines the tour lengths for all oversea areas. 

A 43-page document, the new regulation covers volunteering, over- 
sea service credit, temporary deferments, eligibility, tour lengths, cur- 
tailment and extension of tours, assignment restrictions and many 
other important items. But officials at the Pentagon explained that 
there are no major new policies or rules outlined in the new regula- 
tion. It is merely a compilation of many previous regulations, changes 
to regulations and DA messages. The list of previous publications 
which this new regulation supersedes takes up half a page in the 
new AR. 


Limited War Office Established 


WASHINGTON—The office of the Assistant Director for Limited 
Warfare Systems bas been established by the Director of Defense 
Research aia “Emiiheering, Dr. Harold Brown. The new office com- 
bines the functions of the former Assistant Directors for Naval Weap- 
ons and Tactical Weapons. 

Overall responsibilities of the new office include activities in the 
fields of sea combat, antisubmarine warfare, fleet air defense, am- 
phibious and land combat, mobility, logistics, guerrilla, counter-guer- 
_ and tactical warfare systems, and related phases of tactical war- 
are. 

Franak A. Parker, formerly serving as Assistant Director for 
Naval Weapons, has been named to head the new office for Limited 
Warfare Systems. F. W. Wolcott, previously Assistant Director for 
Tactical Weapons, has left government service. 


July Draft to Call 6000 


WASHINGTON—The Department of Defense has requested the 
Selective Service System to provide the Armed Forces Induction Sta- 
tions with 6000 men during July 1961 for assignment to the Army. 

The July call is based on attainment of approved strength after 
allowances have been made for enlistments and reenlistments. 

The Navy, Marine Corps and Air Force do not intend to place 
calls with Selective Service during July. 

This will bring the total number of inductees requested of Selective 
Service to 2,608,430 since the September 1950 call.

WASHINGTON — A new light 
observation helicopter (LOH) will 
replace one fixed wing and two 
rotary wing planes in the Army of 
the 1965-1970 period, the Army 
said this week. 

Two companies have been se- 
lected to develop the LOH in com- 
petition with each other. Brig. Gen. 
Clifton F. von Kann, director of 
Army Aviation, said that he ex- 
pected the first “buy” of the new 
chopper to be made in mid-1963 
and that the first deliveries would 
be in the hands of troops sometime 
in 1965. 

At least 4000 of the new helicop- 
ters will join the Army, some as 
observation craft, some as weapons 
ships in the aerocavalry troops 
which will be assigned to each di- 
vision and some as light utility 
vehicles: 

Von Kann said that he thought 
that the new LOH, if it proves out 
as easy to maintain as design stand- 
ards require, should go to every 
rifle company in the Army as the 
company commander’s personal 
vehicle.

Decision 

WASHINGTON — Three 
former corporals who alleged- 
ly aided the Reds when they 
were captured in Korea are 
entitled to prisoner - of - war 
pay, the Supreme Court ruled 
this week. 

The Army has refused to pay 
them on grounds that they had ad- 
vocated the overthrow cf the gov- 
ernment by force and violence. The 
unanimous high court decision 
overturns a U.S. Court of Claims 
decision which had rejected their 
demands. The claims court said in 
its decision that to grant them pay 
“would be to put a premium on dis- 
honor and a penalty on courageous 
loyalty.” 

After the Korean War the three 
enlisted men refused repatriation 
to the U.S., but changed their 
minds in 1955 after 18 months in 
Red China. When the three defect- 
ed to the Reds, they were given 
dishonorable discharges. 

The Supreme Court opinion, 
written by Justice Potter Stewart, 
said that existing law does not per- 
mit the Army to cut off pay for 
the reason it gave. 

The law says, the opinion point- 
ed out, “that any person ‘in the 
active service . . . who is officially 
determined to be absent in a 
status of . . . captured by a hostile 
force’ is entitled to pay and allow- 


ances.” 
. + o 


STEWART ALSO SAID that the 
disclosure of misconduct by our 
men in Korea was “a sad aftermath 
of the hostilities there. The con- 
sternation and self-searching 
which followed upon that dis- 


closure are still fresh in the 
memories of many thoughtful 
Americans. 


“Whether the solution to it lies 
alone in subsequent prosecution 
and punishment is not for us to in- 
quire. Congress may someday pro- 
vide that members of the Army 
who fail to live up to a specified 
code of conduct as prisoners of 
war shall forfeit their pay and al- 
lowances, 

“Today we hold. only that the 
Army did not lawfully impose that 
sanction in this case.”

Military Retirement Costs 
Being Given Close Scrutiny

@ The Chamber of Commerce, 
in a special report to members on 
steps to urge on their congressmen 
to slow federal spending, said the | 
retired pay equalization bill should 
be deferred until after the Senate | 
committee “has received and eval- | 
uated” the Michigan report. That 
means at least until some time 
next year. The special report goes 
on to cite cost figures on military 
retirement. One of the most in- 
teresting things about the report 
is its authors. It was put out by 
the chamber’s national defense 
committee. Among the members 
of the group are Carter L. Burgess, 
who was assistant secretary of de- 
fense for manpower, personnel and 
reserve under Eisenhower, and 
Patrick W. Timberlake, vice presi- 
dent of Northrop Corp., a retired 
Air Force general. 

Another recommendation of the 
special report is to “curtail the ex- 
cessive number of permanent 














changes of station.” The report 


also opposes “accrual flight pay- 
ments.” 


The report is introduced with 
a letter to chamber members say- 
ing its material will help them 
“express informed, personal views 
on members of Congress.” It adds, 
“Expression of your personal views 
on the importance of taking ad- 
vantage of saving opportunities 
will be useful to your congressman 
or senator, of course.” 


® Members of the Senate 
Armed’ Services committee, who 
have worried about military re- 
tirement for its costs in the past, 
questioned it on _ philosophical 
ground, Sen. Francis Case, of 
South Dakota, said the program 
“was sold to us On the idea it 
would increase the attractiveness 
of the service as a career. Actual- 
ly it increased the attractiveness 
of retirement and it decreased the 
attractiveness of the service as a 


career.” This is a rather amazing 
statement, since it has always 
been assumed that the good re- 
tirement system was the prime 


thing that attracted people to serv- 
ice life. 

Sen. Russell added: that “Many 
are retiring now at 20 years when 
they are at the height of their 
physical and mental powers.” 

Sen. John Stennis, of Mississippi, 
said he agreed with Sen. Case that 
Congress had made retirement 
more attractive *than active serv- 
ice, 

Sen. Stennis is usually blamed 
for all the delay on the retired 
pay equalization bill. The discus- 
sion brought out that many com- 
mittee members agreed with his 
views and that chairman Russell | 
was just as anxious to hold a study | 
as Stennis. 

McNamara said he had only re- 
cently seen the figures on future 
military costs ($3.4 billion by 
1983). “That is what started my 
study,” he said.

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How Does Army Select the Selection Boards? 


By a Staff Writer 


WASHINGTON—How does the Army select the officers who sit on selection boards? 
Every year thousands of Army officers sit on the ends of their chairs for weeks 


awaitine the decisions of these boards, yet none of them knows who is-making the de-| 


cision. Though the method of Se- | 
lecting members of promotion 
boards is ‘not in any way “classi-| 
fied,” the names of board mem-| 
bers are never made public and the | 
result is often that an aura of mys- 
tery is cast over the entire selec- 
tion procedure. 

The basis for selecting officers 
for promotion boards, the Army ex- 
plains, basically.is a matter of law. | 
Title 10 of the U.S. Code provides | 
that each board shall be composed 
of at least five officers who are 
senior to any officer considered 
by the board. It provides for 
representation by Reserve officers 








when reservists are under con- 


sideration by the board for perma- | 


nent promotion. 

No selection board may serve 
longer than one year and no mem- 
ber may serve on two consecutive 
boards for promotion to the same 
grade. 

More __ specific criteria for 
picking board members has been 
established by the Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Personnel. In three gen- 
eral areas — personal, grade and 
branch — this is the DCSPER 
policy:

WASHINGTON — The Social 
Security Administration has given 
the armed forces more than 
900,000 copies of a new leaflet 
packed with facts about the social 
security program. of particular in- 
terest to servicemen and women. 

Quantities of the new leaflet, 
titled “Social Security for Service- 
men and Veterans,” are now being 
distributed to all company and 
battery level units in the Army and 
Marine Corps, to all squadrons 
and other units in the Air Force, 
to all Coast Guard Districts, and 
to each individual member of the

The leaflet was prepared in the

Baltimore, Md., headquarters of 
the Social Security Administration 
with the cooperation of the Office 
of Armed Forces Information and 
Education in Washington. 

The eight-page leaflet’s primary 
purpose is to explain the free wage 
credits that the Social Security Ad- 
ministration will grant for certain 
periods of military service, and 
advise today’s serviceman, as well 
as veterans, what free wage cred- 
its‘they can count on when apply- 
ing for benefits. 

It also lists the benefits paid to 
retired or disabled individuals 
and their families, and to sur- 
vivors of persons covered by 50- 
cial security. 





Personal — board members must 
be mature, high caliber officers of 
long and varied experience. They 
must have high efficiency ratings 
and must never have been passed 
over or failed to be selected for 
promotion (except to general of- 
ficer). Each board member must 
be a graduate of a senior service 
school, as well as a college gradu- 
ate (though this requirement may 
be waived in exceptional cases). 


Grade — DCSPER requires that 
all board members be temporary 
colonels or general officers, to in- 


sure that they are senior to any of- 
ficer under consideration by the 
board. The only exception to this 
policy is that lieutenant colonels 
may serve on boards set up to con- 
sider promotions to captain or in 
the warrant ranks, 


Branch — Every effort is made 
to have the various branches or 
corps of the Army represented on 
boards. . For commissioned offi- 
cer selection boards, there must 
be at least one officer from In- 
fantry, Armor and Artillery (one 
of whom will be the senior board 
member), one from a_ technical 
service and one from an ad- 
ministrative service. 

For warrant boards, one member 
will be from the combat arms, the 
other four from technical and ad- 
ministrative services and any may 
be the senior member. WAC offi- 


cers and chaplains are appointed 
as alternate members of boards 
when officers of these corps are 
being selected.

Several weeks ago it- was reported in 
our news columns that the President was 
contemplating an order banning all outside 
employment to officers and enlisted people. 
In fact, a tentative order was prepared and 
service heads were asked for opinions on 
whether it was both necessary and feasible, 
The idea was to seek alleviation of unem- 
ployment, especially in “depressed areas” of 
the country. 

Presumably, the matter is still being stud- 
fed, so it might be both timely and impor- 
tant at this point to offer a word of caution 
to those trying to reach a position on the 
subject. The word is this: Steer clear of 
the affirmative. 

In the present climate of the Pentagon, 
we must admit to some doubt that it will 
matter, one way or the other, what the 
service chiefs recommend. Still, we feel it 
a duty to warn against accepting any uni- 
lateral action which would bar service people 
from taking off-duty work. 

This is occasioned by a report which 
emanated from Colorado Springs, Colo., last 
week. The AFL-CIO area labor council out 
there is petitioning the state’s congressional 
representatives to write laws aimed directly 
at denying off-duty jobs to service people 
—whether on active duty or retired—and 
their dependents. 

Read that last sentence again, especially 
the last few phrases. 

In its request addressed to Sen. John 
A. Carroll and others, the labor council does 
modify its demands. It says it would like 
to prohibit servicemen on active duty from 
accepting non-military employment “at wage 
rates below those normally prevailing in the 
community.” It also wants to keep them from 
holding jobs of any kind, in competition with 
civilian job-seekers, “whenever the unem- 
ployment rate in the community rises above 
the hardship mark—say six percent.” 

But—and here, we think, is the invidious 

rt of the proposal—the council wants a 
aw prohibiting employment of “wives of 
the better paid ranks and grades; wives re- 
ceiving dependency allotments; and retired 





servicemen (particularly officers) on pen- 
sion.” 
This is unadulterated discrimination. 


Since the wives of most enlisted men receive 
Class Q allotments (as part of their hus- 
band’s pay), the rule would apply just about 
across the board, as far as dependents are 
concerned. Even more seriously, it would 
bar employment to all retired servicemen— 
with what justification we are at a loss to 
understand. 

True, a spokesman for the area council 
does enter a grievance in support of its 
demands. “The serviceman,” he says, “is 
being paid, housed, clothed and fed by Uncle 
Sam—that is, by the civilian taxpayer. It 
is ironic that the civilian, as taxpayer, is 
underwriting his own competition.” 

This must puzzle the 12,000 soldiers and 
airmen stationed at nearby Fort Carson, 
Ent Air Force Base and the Air Force 
Academy. As taxpayers, they are being 
classed with the Hottentot. 

The sad thing about odd notions of this 
sort is that they frequently are picked up, 
like burrs from a bush, and are given far 
wider circulation than they are worth. Should 
other areas get the idea that the solution 
to the unemployment problem lies in hang- 
ing it on the people in uniform—as was very 
nearly done in the Affair of the Gold Dollar 
hye ef anything could happen, all of

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The Keys to Prestige

Prestige is defined by Webster as 1. 
“The power to command esteem,” and 2. 
“Reputation based on high achievement 
and character.” This prestige is much dis- 
cussed and highly sought after by mili- 
tary and civilian personnel alike. In the 
Army prestige all too often takes the 
form of privileges and the right to do less 
than one’s subordinates. 


In days such as these, when the prestige 
of the United States is put to a test of 
strength almost daily, the prestige of the 
Army is of paramount importance. This 
prestige is predicated on the integrity of 
the individual soldier. The soldier’s knowl- 
edge, initiative, decisiveness, bearing, loy- 
alty, unselfishness and good judgment are 
on display. It follows that the prestige 
of the noncommissioned officer, a trouble 
spot, is dominant in the minds of military 
thinkers and planners. All too often the 
noncommissioned officer and his superiors 
feel that this prestige begins and ends 
with separate mess and quarters facilities. 

Prestige is of fundamental importance 
to the noncommissioned officer. He re- 
quires it in the efficient performance of 
his duties. However, separate quarters or 
mess facilities, in themselves, do not build 
prestige. It is born in pride. Pride in self, 
not position; in abilities, not grade. Pride 
in one’s service combined with a willing- 
ness to sacrifice, where necessary in order 
that this service may be more distin- 
guished, lend power to the soldier. 

* » 

A NONCOMMISSIONED OFFICER 
gains in value to his unit when he has 
the respect and admiration of his men. 
A good noncommissioned officer has a 
comprehensive knowledge of technical and 
general military subjects. He is able to 
counsel and advise his men. He seeks out 
and assists men who need aid. He coun- 
sels the ones with personal or professional 
problems. 

There is, in the Army today, a type of 
noncommissioned officer heretofore un- 


heard of. This is the “complainer.” This 
man’s largest complaint is the fact that 
there is no prestige left in the Army. He 
talks about prestige as though it were 
a commodity he should receive a gratui- 
tous issue of at least weekly. He com- 
plains about everything—the prestige of 
better quarters, the prestige of a better 
mess, the prestige of a more elite club, 
the prestige of shorter hours, prestige to 
be gained in a new way, every day. He 
wants this prestige given to him — un- 
earned. 

There is also the man, desirous of 
prestige, who can’t remain on the job 
after 1700 hours to counsel his men, to 
make improvements or to complete nec- 
essary work because he is expected at 
home or at the club. He leaves final in- 
structions with a bewildered specialist 
and bids him good luck—or threatens 
him. The next day he either demands 
credit for a good job or blames the spe- 
cialist for a poor one. 

* = . 


THERE ARE two sides to the picture, 
of course. In all fairness to the noncom- 
missioned officer, the other side must 
be brought to light. Noncommissioned of- 
ficers must be treated as such. The non- 
commissioned officer who does a good 
job deserves recognition. All too often, it 
is not forthcoming. The noncommissioned 
officer who is not allowed to make de- 
cisions, assign work, make promotion rec- 
ommendations, train and supervise su- 
bordinates is not being properly used. 
Noncommissioned officers who are not 
used in positions commensurate with 
their grade lose stature in the eyes of 
their subordinates. Worse, the noncom- 
missioned officer corps, as a whole, suf- 
fers, and loses prestige. 

Prestige is the culmination of the non- 
— i yaw haath efforts. Efforts to 
enhance know e, improve appearance, 
gain insight and increase abilities all lead 
oe pr this oat Sacrifice and justice to 

or suborinates, loyalty to superior 
and to subordinates and fairness to all 
are keys to this door of importance.

Wrong Time For 
Promotion Picks 


FORT SILL, Okla.: I take issue 
with the apparent illogical criteria 
established for convening selection 
boards for temporary promotion to 
lieutenant colonel, AUS. 

Majors’ annual efficiency re- 
ports are accomplished as of 31 
March each year. The selection 
board for the promotion of majors 
meets in late January or early 
February and adjourns in early 
April (as evidenced by this year’s 
promotion board action). This 
means that the selection board is 
considering the major for promo- 
tion based upon his performance of 
duty as of 31 March the preceding 
year. 

In some instances officers were 
in school for part of 1959 and 
1960. A completed efficiency re- 
port was not rendered on 31 
March 1960. The result is that al- 
most two years have elapsed since 
an efficiency report was rendered. 
As an example I list my own case: 

Efficiency Report 
15 July ’59 Change of Rating Of- 
ficer 
1 Sept. 59 TDY School 
20 Jan. ’60 Leave 
15 Apr. ’60 Reassignment 
31 Mar. ’61 Annual Efficiency Re- 


port 

Twenty-one months have elapsed 
between efficiency reports. 

Such juxtaposition of dates 
causes many officers to suffer. Ex- 
ample: A major was placed in the 
fully, instead of best, qualified 
zone by last year’s selection board 
and has not been rated since his 
last efficiency report on 31 March 
1960. What additional evidence did 
this year’s selection board possess 
to consider this major? 

It seems to me that in fairness 
to the “fully qualified” officer and 
others, the selection board should 
not convene until at least 45 days 
after annual efficiency reports are 
rendered. This would provide the 
board with more up to date infor- 
mation on the officer being con- 


sidered.

Site for Medical School

There is a bill pending in the U.S. Congress, introduced by Rep. 
F. Edward Hebert of New Orleans, La., to set up an armed forces 
medical academy in the Washington, D.C., area. It is to be named 
“The Armed Forces Medical, Dental and Allied Sciences Academy.” 

My coni.mporaries and I strongly support the urgent need for 
such an academy in view of the great difficulty the military services 
are experiencing in securing physicians, dentists, nurses and allied 
scientists. Also, there is an acute shortage of doctors and nurses 
in the United States. 

We believe that San Antonio, Tex., is the most logical and 
economical location for this medical academy, for the following 
reasons: 

@ Brooke Army Medical Center, consisting of the Army Medical 
Service School and Brooke General Hospital, where a splendid teach- 
ing and research program is in operation, is located at Fort Sam 
Houston. 

@ The Aerospace Medical Center, with its School of Aviation 
Medicine, is situated at Brook Field, where the unused _ portion 
of about 1200 acres of land could be used for the medical academy 
without any additional land cost to the government. 

@® The 1000-bed USAF Hospital, which is a teaching and re- 
search hospital, is located at Lackland Air Force Base in San Antonio. 

@ I have contacted most of the senior retired Army and Air Force 
medical officers living in San Antonio. They heartily endorsed the 
establishment of the medical academy in San Antonio. Further, they 
strongly recommend that a nursing school be included in the bill. 
The majority of Army and Air Force medical officers, when retired, 
live in San Antonio. They constitute a large reservoir of the best 
medico-military talent in the world. Their services, when needed, 
would be available to the medical academy. 

® Action is now being taken to secure a branch of the Univer- 
sity of Texas Medical School to be located in San Antonio, which 
will also be available to render assistance in any way possible. 

In conclusion, we do not believe congested Washington, D.C., 
where land costs are astronomical, or any other area, offers better 
facilities, climate, economy in construction and operation than San 
Antonio. 

According to most economists, by the end of 1970 the United 
States will have an increase in population of approximately 30 mil- 
lion, and San Antonio is supposed to reach the 1-million population 
mark.

Officer Management Plan 
Needs Functional Frame 


The Army’s Enlisted Manage- 
ment Program (EMP) has been 
in operation. for about three 
years. Parts of it have been 
subject to criticism. On the 
whole, however, the new pro- 
gram is working out. 

It is surely an improvement 
over the hodgepodge of relative- 
ly unrelated policies with which 
the Army 
tried to “man- 
age”. its en- 
listed corps 
before the En- 
listed Manage- 
ment Program 
was adopted. 

In a matter 
of weeks, the 
Army will be 
adopting in de- 
tail a Warrant = 
Officer Man- BOURJAILY 
agement Program. Like the EMP, 
it will suffer from misunder- 
standing, unwillingness in some 
agencies and units to conform to 
regulation and policy. But it 
too must be an improvement. 

The next major step in per- 
sonnel management logically is 
to bring together regulations, 
policies and procedures for of- 
ficer personnel and develop a 
consistent Officer Management 
Program. 

In the past several years, cer- 
tain elements of inconsistency 
have been pointed out in these 
columns. + They have involved 
selection procedures, perform- 
ance ratings, assignments, and 
Specific needs have 
been identified. Inconsistencies 
between such functional career 
field policies as those of the 
“logistics officer program” or 
the “information officer  pro- 
gram on the one hand and the 
comptroller or legislative liasion 
“programs” have’ been _ pre- 
sented. 

It is not the province of the 
Officer Assignment Directorate 
in DCSPer nor of the officer as- 
signment branches of the techni- 
cal services to make overall 
policy for officer personnel man- 
agement. These are operating 
agencies, concerned with day-to- 
day requirements and individual 
cases, 

Other staff elements of DCSPer 
have the responsibility of de- 
veloping an Officer Management 
Program.

IN BOTH the enlisted and the 
warrant officer programs, after 
careful consideration and debate, 
a “functional” approach has been 
adopted to meet the Army’s 
needs in place of the older 
“branch” concept of Personnel 
Management. So long as cen- 
tralization in the development 
of policies and their administra- 
tion continues, this functional 
approach is apparently the most 
efficient. 

It appears therefore that the 
branch-orientation of officer man- 
agement should be abandoned 
for a functional approach. 

This ip turn requires that the 
Officer MOS Manual be revised 
to reflect functionalism. In prac- 
tice, there have been a number 
of occasions when an infantry 
officer, for example, has com- 
manded an armor unit and vice 
versa. At the general officer 
level, branch is largely ignored 
and we find officers whose 
branch was, for example, engi- 
neers or artillery, commanding 
infantry divisions. 

The fundamental philosophy 
applied by the Army to its of- 
ficer corps is that every officer 
is potentially a general capable 





of and performing well, in any 
top management job to which he 
might be assigned. 

This basic philosophy is hon- 
ored as much or more by ignor- 
ing it as by trying to carry it 
out. 

a . + 

DURING the coming year, the 
Army ‘must recruit 4000 Regular 
Officers to maintain progress 
toward the goal of 49,500 Regu- 
la¥ officers. Of this number, at 
least 3000 must be lieutenants. 
And of these 3000, no more than 
one in 100, or 30, will become 
generals. 

To “manage” the careers of 
3000 lieutenants for the benefit 
of the 30 who will become gen- 
erals is a disservice to the Army 
and to the 2970 who will never 
wear a. star. 

For it will become necessary 
to assign some of these officers 
to jobs for which they are ill- 
prepared and for which they 
have no aptitude, as has happen- 
ed annually since 1940. 

It is highly desirable to iden- 
tify as early as possible in their 
careers the 100 to 200 lieuten- 
ants of this group of 3000 from 
whom the 30 generals will be se- 
lected. This will take some 15 
to 20 years to do. And the 100 
to 200 most likely prospects for 
the 30 sets of stars will change 
over the years as hot-shots burn 
out and slow-starters find their 
running legs. 

* od * 

BUT early in the careers of 

the rest of the group, aptitudes 


and abilities should be discov- 
ered so that in the last half of 
their careers, those who will 
never be generals can serve in 
the greatest personal satisfac- 
tion and will give the Army the 
most effective performance. 

This means, among other 
things, that these men must be 
identified in time for them to 
go to civilian schools where 
they can develop professional 
skills, that they must be placed 
in a functionally-idenitfied cate- 
gory within which they can serve 
repetitive tours to gain the 
skill and experience needed for 
them to be most effective in the 
last 10 or 15 years of military 
service. 

To achieve this, a consistent 
Officer Management Program 
must be developed and put into 
operation as rapidly as possible. 
The apparently simple process of 
gathering together all regula- 
tions affecting officer personnel 
management and consolidating 
them so that they are consistent 
will pay off, too, in additional 
ways. 

For it was found with the en- 
listed program and it is being 
found in the warrant officer pro- 
gram that with a consistent, co- 
hesive program, the tools of man- 
agement developed permit more 
effective control in problem 
areas not directly related to 
personnel management, such as 
name assignment for enlisted 
personnel — a manpower man- 
agement function instead of a 
personnel management function.

Begins At Home 
By GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 











T MAKES LITTLE sense to discuss such expedients 
as the suggested stationing of U. S. troops in Thailand 
unless a firm determination to suffer no more local defeats 
at Communist hands evolves in the United States itself 
—in the minds and hearts of our people, generated and 
developed by dynamic political leadership. 


Except in the visible presence 
of such a climate of American 
resolve, expansion of our over- 
seas troop deployments can 
bring with it liabilities in the 
form of host-country irritations 
and opportunities for Communist 
propaganda of the “Yankee go 
home” or student riot or “down 
with the neo-imperialist” type. 
Such liabilities can outweigh 
any prospective advantage. 

The military gain to be antici- 
pated from forward deployments 
is in three dimensions: (1) Reas- 
surance of allies, resulting in in- 
creased efforts on their part to 
bear a greater share of the de- 
fense burden; (2) restraint of 
the enemy due to increased risk 
involved in aggressive ventures; 
(3) increased readiness for vig- 
orous reaction if such ventures 
are actually undertaken. 

* * 7 

CLEARLY THE first two of 
these will hardly materialize. Or 
they won’t last very long if they 
do materialize if the attitudes and 
utterances of the political leader- 
ship in Washington do not give any 
clear indication of willingness to 
assume risks in order to support 
the purposes for which the deploy- 
ment has been established. As to 
the third purpose, increased readi- 
ness to react can be of material 
value in dealing with an actual 
hostile initiative only if it is used. 
It is an advantage of time and po- 
sition which can easily be drib- 
bled away by hesitation. 

The Laotian crisis is an excel- 
lent example. President Ken- 
nedy seized the initiative by what 
amounted to a virtual mobiliza- 
tion of the very considerable 
forces at his disposal in the Pa- 
cific Command. From the strict- 
ly military point of view, he was 
exploiting the advantages of mo- 
bility and strategic surprise in- 
herent in using sea and above- 
sea logistics to effect a concen- 
tration of force against a land- 
bound opponent. This is an ad- 
vantage that the United States 
possesses in many areas of the 
world. 

If it is used only to bluff—as in 
this case—and the Communists de- 
cide to probe a little farther and 
find out if it is a bluff or the real 
thing, then the initial advantage 
soon evaporates. 


In fact, the net effect is worse 
than if the original moves had not 
been made at all. The Communists 
are adept at opening up political 
flanks as a diversion when they 
are faced with a military situation 
in which time is on the West’s 
side. By the delays thus secured, 
they gain time to bolster up their 
weak points. They did this in Ko- 
rea, and they seem to have done it 
again in Laos. 

* *~ * 

WE WILL NOT repair the loss 
of prestige we appear to have suf- 
fered in Southeast Asia by such 
expedients- as offering to station 
an outpost of doughboys or Ma- 
rines in Thailand, unless it be- 
comes clear—not from brave words 
but from a basic shift in attitude 
evidenced in something more than 
neatly phrased communiques—that 








we mean in future-to be guided 
by a clean-eyed resolution that the 
free world shall not be absorbed 
piecemeal into the Communist em- 
pire. 

Nothin gat this moment would 
do more for our prestige abroad 
and for our morale at home than 
to have the Communists try to take 
another bite and break their teeth 
on it. 

U.S. forces in the right place 
at the right time could do much 
to produce such a salutary re- 
sult, provided they were not sent 
to foreign parts merely to reas- 
sure allies whom the American 
government and people are not 
really prepared to take any seri- 
ous risks to defend. 

The physical presence of Ameri- 
ean forces, deployed and ready for 
action in the southwestern Pacific, 
merely made the United States ap- 
pear to be a paper tiger when they 
remained unused during weeks of 
futile negotiation, during which 
the sole Communist purpose was 
to reestablish and reinforce their 
military situation in Laos. 

The physical presence of Ameri- 
can forces in Thailand, if any are 
sent there, can have no remedial 
effect unless connected with a clear 
and evident determination here at 
home to use them in any future 
hour of danger, and to use them 
in time to do our side some good.

NG Aircraft 
Maintenance 
Costs Climb 


WASHINGTON — The cost of 
maintaining H-13 and H-19 helicop- 
ters at the Army National Guard’s 
own maintenance shops has more 
than doubled since fiscal year 1959. 
However, maintenance costs are 
actually lower than five or six 
years ago when the aircraft were 
first assigned the Guard. 

Maj. Gen. Donald McGowan, Na- 
tional Guard Bureau chief, at- 
tributes the difference in mainten- 
ance costs between now and five 
years ago to “improved types of 
assemblies” and the fact that the 
Guard maintainance men are more 
familiar with the aircraft now. 

The Guard Bureau, in recent 
testimony before the House Ap- 
propriations committee, estimated 
current maintenance costs for the 
H-13 at $43.46 and the H-23 at 
$68.90 for each hour of flight. 
Three years ago, Guard mainten- 
ance costs totaled $17 per flying 
hour for the H-13 and $28.12 for 
the H-23. 

And the maintenance costs of 
the H-19 which is now entering the 
Guard aircraft inventory in moder- 
ate numbers will be even higher. 
Gen. McGowan has pointed out that 
cargo type helicopters — such as 
the H-19 are in critical need with- 
in the Army Guard. 

The H-19 is quite a bit heavier 
than the H-13 and H-23. Both are 
two-place observation type helicop- 
ters. ~ 

McGowan attributes the increas- 
ed maintenance costs since 1959 to 
an increase in the hourly wages of 
Guard civilian maintenance tech- 
nicians and to the fact that repairs 
are requested more often due to 
the age of the equipment. 

The hourly figures do not in- 
clude repair parts furnished at no 
cost by the Army Transportation 
Corps and the costs of maintaining 
facilities or maintenance shelters 
where the repairs are done, Mc-

Guard Will 
Get ‘Battle’ 
Benefits 


WASHINGTON — Whether 
Yankee or Confederate, any 
National Guard casualty 


Manassas is entitled to vet- 
erans burial benefits or dis- 
ability payments. 

Since participation is voluntary, 
Guard members will not receive 
drill pay. 

The Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee last week approved legisla- 
tion by Sens. Harry Byrd and Wil- 
lis Robertson of Virginia to assure 
Guard participants of death and 
burial benefits or physical disabil- 
ity payments if earned. 

The bill, which won Defense De- 
partment backing, also permits the 
use of federal transportation to 
haul Guardsmen volunteers to Ma- 
nassas. 

The first Manassas corps has in- 
vited Guard units from the 25 
states whose troops fought in the 
1861 battle to join in a reenact- 
ment this July. Current plans call 
for the use of blank ammunition. 

The legislation, as originally in- 
troduced, sought death and burial 
benefits and physical disability pay- 
ments for Guard troopers who par- 
ticipate in .any historical reenact- 
ments, pageants, or ceremonies 
sponsored by the Civil War Cen- 
tennial Commission. 

However, Defense asked that the 
coverage be extended only to par- 
ticipants of the first battle of Ma- 
nassas. DOD felt “that blanket au- 
thority is not in the best interest 
of the department and that par- 
ticipation of members of the armed 
forces in any future activities of 
this nature should be determined 
on the basis of the merit of each 
activity and the desires of the Con- 
gress, and conditions existing at 
the time.” 

The report notes that participa- 
tion in the first battle of Manas- 
sas will be on a voluntary basis 
for the Guard troopers. 

Thus the bill would treat Guard 
participation in the first battle of 
Manassas as if they were perform- 
ing training duty, except that they 
will not be entitled to pay or al- 
lowances from the federal govern- 
ment. 

Under present law, federally 
owned property may be used only 
for the purpose of training the 
Guard for its federal or state mis- 
sions. The bill therefore provides 
that transportation facilities issued 
by the U.S. for use in NG train- 
ing may be used in transporting 
these volunteers to and from the 
site of the reenactment.

when passing its version of the 
construction bill. 

The Senate Armed _ Services 
group called the Capehart plans 
a “costly program” that has not 
“proved adequate.” Appropriated 
fund housing will be “moré eco- 
nomical and satisfactory and will 
save the government substantial 
sums,” the group said. 

But now the Banking and Cur- 
rency committee has taken a di- 
rectly opposite view. 

“This program has contributed 
greatly to the morale and welfare 
of military families throughout the 
United States and is the major 
source of producing needed hous- 
ing for such families,” the commit- 
tee said. “The Capehart program 
will soon have provided housing 
for armed service families at more 
than 213 military installations.”

WHILE the committee’s views 
add significant support to the fight 
for the Capehart program, its bill 
doesn’t change the action of the 
Armed Service committee. 

The Banking and Currency hous- 
ing bill is an authorizing measure. 
It will keep the Capehart law on 
the books until October 1962, and 
it will provide authority in the 
law to build the additional 12,000 
units Defense wants. But in addi- 
tion to that authority, Defense 
must have “approval” of the Armed 
Services committees for each 
project, according to another law. 

It is that “approval” that was 
denied by the Armed Services com- 
mittee—and the Senate—in pass- 
ing the military construction bill. 


AS OF THIS WEEK, the Senate 
and House Armed Service leaders 
had still not held a conference to 
iron out difference in the Senate 
and House versions of the military 
construction bill. It is still possible 
the conference will restore. the 
Capehart units, at least for one 
year. 

It is also possible that the Bank- 
ing and Currency committee action 
will lead to another rousing fight 
on the Senate floor. 

The banking unit also. made it 
clear that it would have no objec- 
tion to the military services build- 
ing up to the maximums set in 
the original Capehart act. That

Ratio between mechanized 
infantry and tank battalions in the 
mechanized division will be near- 
er that of the armored division 
(one to one) than that of the in- 
fantry division (now five to one).

THE INFANTRY DIVISION will 
be a “general purpose” unit, with 
possibly a three-to-one ratio of in- 
fantry to tank battalions and with 
only part of the artillery self- 
propelled. The airborne division 
will remain the light division of 
the Army, designed to get in fast, 
hit hard and hold only long enough 
to -maintain a position until 
relieved. 


On paper, there will thus be f. .r 
types of division in the Army: air- 
borne, armored, infantry and 
mechanized. 

In practice, type divisions will 
be assigned to certain missions and 
then the units assigned them will 
vary as the requirements for 
carrying out the mission vary.

ping headlined “Okinawa SFC 
Solves Missing Drum Mystery,” 
from the Europe edition of Army 
Times of 26 April, which referred 
to a previous “article in Army 
Times.” The clipping contained in- 
formation given by SFC Richard 
A. Perkins on Okinawa. 

I remember Sergeant Perkins 
will as a fine-. soldier; however, 
while most of the information 
given was accurate enough to put 
a researcher on the right track, 
evidently Sergeant Perkins was not 
aware of some items concerning 
the Cameron Drum. 

The Cameron Drum has no con- 
nection with the Royal Sussex. Up- 
on devarting in 1956 from Korea 
after being under the operational 
control of the 2ist (Gimlet) In- 
fantry of the 24th Division, the 
battalion of the Queen’s 
Cameron Highlanders presented a 
drum to the 2ist Infantry, to be 
awarded annually to the “best 
battalion” in the Gimlets. 

For 1956, the Cameron Drum 
was awarded on the basis of per- 
formance in the battalion ATT’s. 
For 1957, the drum was awarded 
on the basis of a regimental all- 
year scoring system which included 
points for best weapon crew, out- 
standing soldier, etc. in the regi- 
mental and division competitions; 
number of men qualifying for the 
Expert Infantryman Badge; 
formance during company ATT’s; 
number of best messes, 
monthly regimental and division 
competitions; and so on. As it 
happened, there were no battalion 
ATT’s that year. 

For 1957, the Cameron Drum 
was presented to the Blue Gim- 
lets,- (the: 3d Battalion), which I 
had the privilege of commanding 
throughout 1957. The drum was 
presented personally by Gen. 
George Decker, then commanding 
Eighth Army. 


Later, when the 24th Division 
“went pentomic,” as_ the Ist 
Cavalry Division, I had the addi- 


tional. privilege of becoming the 
first CO of the 2d Battle Group, 
12th Cavalry. When I left Korea, 
I left full identification physically 
attached to the Cameron Drum, 
pending receipt of an expression 
by the Cameron Highlanders as to 
whether they desired that the 
drum be left with the 12th Cavarly 
in Korea or sent to the 21st Infan- 
try in Hawaii. 

I never learned the outcome; 
but it is depressing to learn that 
no one knew what it was when 
“the red and black instrument was 
found last February when the of- 
ficers’ open mess of the 2 BG’s 
12th Cav. was being redecorated.” 

I hope the Cameron.Drum will 
regain the honored place it. oc- 
cupied a few years ago among the 
Gimlets and the Blue Lancers.

@® He may, upon retirement, 
draw retired pay for a rank one 
or two grades higher than that 
held on active duty. The present 
high rate of non-selection for pro- 
motion obviates the Regular from 
reaching such grade on active duty 
if he stays on for 30 years. And 
the Regular retires at the highest 
grade held on active duty. 

@ Permanent promotions for 
the Regular are “best qualified” 
to majors and above. Thus, the 
two “pass over and out” in effect 
acts as a “Dear John” program. 
And remember this affects men 
no longer young, but still short 
of their 20 years. The non-selection 
rate to permanent majors and 
above is high and the exact rate 
would make interesting reading. 
But it has never been published, 
to my knowledge. 

@ The Reserve officer may take 
a Civil Service job, the pay of 
which combined with his retired 
pay is far greater than the Regular 
is allowed. This maximum com- 
bined pay allowed the retired 
Regular prevents his taking a Civil 
Service job.

SHADES OF ‘THE OLD ARMY’ 





Horses Still Needed 
For One Vital Job

FORT MYER, Va. — The Army no longer needs the 
horse. That is, with one exception. There is one active 
Army unit still using horses and nothing can replace them. 
No machine can do the job they do. They are the hosres 
in the caisson section of the Ist BG, 3d Inf. (The Old 
Guard). The horses play key roles in the impressive, 
traditional funerals with “full military honors” at Ar- 
lington National Cemetery. 

It only takes five or 10 minutes to drive from the 
Pentagon to the horse stables at Fort Myer but the two 
Places are worlds apart. You'll find no chairborne 
soldiers worrying about missiles here, no paper-shuffling 
of any kind. The 18 men assigned to the stables are a 
dying breed of soldier, seemingly from another less hectic, 
less frantic world. 

Modernizing the Army with new weapons has little 
meaning here. At: the stables, the Army’s last black- 
smith, stocky SSgt. Robert Bechdoldt, will tell you that 
for his work “the old methods are the best,” and the 
Army’s last saddler, SFC Bryson Smith says that “this 
is what I wanted to do 18 years ago and it’s what I want 
to do now. The times have changed but I haven't.” 

The head man at the stables, CWO John McKinney, 
a soft-spoken North Carolinian, admits that he left the 
farm and joined the Army “to get away from the mules” 
but soon found himself a mule skinner in the Army. 
“And when you get green men and green mules together, 
those mule outfits create a lot of excitement.” 

But he has never regretted his line of work. “I’d 
rather work around a horse than anything I’ve ever 
done,” he said. Later, while watching a horse named 
“Star” cleverly and quickly open his own gate, he re- 
marked: “If we had half as much horse sense as most of 
these horses we'd all be in better shape.” 

+ . * 


THERE ARE now 25 horses in the unit, 11 blacks 
and 14 grays. They come from El Reno, Okla., and Fort 
Worth, Tex., and range in age from seven years to 17- 
year-old “Prince.” 

McKinney explains that “we don’t take just anything 
out there,” meaning not every horse can do the job re- 
quired for a military funeral. Not long ago the outfit 
had a horse named “Wild Bill” and his name was an 
accurate one. ”He just wasn’t fit: for military funerals,” 
grins McKinney. Wild Bill is no longer in the Army. 

How long does it take to train a horse for caisson 
duty? “It depends on what shape he’s in when he comes 
here,” says McKinney. “Some can be put in a funeral 
as soon as they get out of quarantine.” 

As for the men chosen for duty here, McKinney 
says “we try to pick a well built man with a little farm 
experience, someone willing to work and willing to learn 
> ride if he can’t already. And he has to want to work 

ere.” ‘ 

There is an average of about 18 funerals a day at Ar- 
lington with more than one a day being those with full 
honors. There were 369 funerals with full honors last 

ear and there are none held on Saturdays, Sundays or 
olidays. 
. > . 

SSGT. BECHDOLDT, the blacksmith, uses a hand- 
operated forge which he says is “still the best method 
to regulate heat.” 

Bechdoldt explains horseshoeing as “an evil of neces- 


sity.” Every time you drive a nail in a horse’s hoof, you 
destroy part of the hoof, he says. “Unfortunately, there 
are no facilities here to turn a horse loose without shoes.” 

And since the horses must be on payement much of 
the time, boron is added to the bottom of the shoes so 
that the horses won’t slide. 

Bechdoldt has been in the Army for nearly 16 years 
and has been a blacksmith “for all my Army career save 
for three years.” 

* * + 

SFC SMITH, the Army’s last saddler, has more than 
22 years in the Army. He has worked with mules or 
horses most of the time. In 1934, when saddlers were 
more plentiful, he was in Australia breaking in horses 
for use in China and India. “They were fighting a dif- 
ferent kind of war out there,” he says. 

Smith has to order the McClellan saddle, which used 
to be standard issue in the Army, from London. And be- 
cause they “just don’t make officers’ saddles any more,” 
Smith makes them himself, using the McClellan frame. 

He got into this trade after he entered the Army. 
“When I came in I was told I’d make a good mule 
skinner because I was six feet tall and weighed 185 
pounds. A man 5-11 was the shortest they’d take for 
mules,” he recalls. 

- . 

SFC WILLIAM DENTON, chief of the gray horse sec- 
tion, was formerly ranch foreman at Fort Carson when 
there were “720 head of mules and 20 head of horses.” 
And for two years he had an unusual job, pack animal ad- 
viser to the Ethiopian army at Addis Ababa. He came 
into contact with a good many camels here. Asked to 
compare camels with horses or mules he said “camels 
are ornerier and smellier.” ‘He prefers “horses and 
mules beyond doubt.” . 

Sp4 Joe Middleton, who leads the caparisoned horse, 
is also a brone-buster. He grew up with horses in Wy- 
oming. 

SFC George Lake, the stable sergeant, has more than 
24 years in the Army and he estimates that he has spent 
about 19 of these years with horses. Duty in Korea was 
an exception. He hails from Front Royal, Va., well known 
horse country. He describes his job simply as “feeding 
and caring for animals.” 

~ ~ * 

THERE ARE two caissons in the stables. Their 
manufacturing dates read 1918. Behind the caissons, in 
a closet, there are two sets of black horse equipment for 
the caparisoned horse. This is the horse led with black 
cavalry boots reversed in the stirrups and with the 
saber on the wrong side (the right side rather than the 
left side). 

The caparisoned, riderless horse is one of the most 
impressive parts of a military funeral with full honors. 
The practice of a riderless horse followimg the deceased 
dates back many centuries, before Christ. It is a sur- 
vival of an ancient custom of sacrificing a horse at the 
burial of a warrior. 

The stables at Myer represent Army tradition and a 
link with the past. .The clock can’t be turned back to 
another world where a soldier needed a horse. But 
there are many who are relieved to know that the Army 
will always need a handful of horses, at least. 

Their future presence seems as sure as death. As 
long as soldiers are buried, horses will be needed. A 
military funeral with full honors but without horses would 
be unthinkable.

They said adoption of the pro- 
posals would “mark a return to the 
conditions which compelled the en 
actment of the Uniform Code.” 


The judges said they had talked 
with a lot of ®fficers and had re- 
viewed 15,000 cases and had found 
no necessity for changes such as 
the Army proposes. 


To refute the Army charge that 
@e Code and the court impair dis- 
eiline, the judges cited a state 
meat by Gen. L. L. Lemnitzer 
shairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, that in October 1959 the 
Army had achieved “the highest 
state of discipline and good order 
yy its history.” 

Gen. George Decker, Army Chief 
of Staff, said the same thing last 
fall. 

Published with the court’s an- 
nual report were annual reports 
of the three JAGS and the Gen. 
eral Counsel of the Treasury. 

The Army JAG report consisted 
primarily of the report of an Army 
study committee on the Code. The

crime; a time-honored rule on pre. 
sumption of intention to desert has 
been thrown out; a military po- 
liceman (if he suspects desertion) 
can’t ask a soldier on the street to 
show his pass without advising him 
of his rights against self-incrim- 
ination, 

There are about 25 or 30 court 
decisions, the Army said, that its 
lawyers and its command officers 
believe hamper the operation of 
the Army. 


The Army study recommended 
putting two former military men 
on the Court of Military Appeals 
as judges, to make it a five-man 
group, with the chief judge a ci- 
vilian. 

The Army quoted its command 
ing Officers -as saying that if there 
was only one change to be made 
to the Code the one they would 
like to see would be a wider au- 
thority to deal out informal, non- 
judicial company punishment. 

(On that point, they are in agree- 
ment with the judges, the other 
services, and everybody else that 
has proposed changes in the Code.) 

The Army group also proposed 
authority for general courts to im- 
pose indeterminate sentences, with 
the idea of restoring men to duty 
more quickly when their behavior 
as prisoners makes it look like a 
good bet. :

THE JUDGES in their report— 
which was mostly a rebuttal of

Army charges—cited a series of its 
decisions which it said had checked 
“command control,” built up the 
importance of the law officer 
blocked the creation of substantive 
law in the Court Martial Manual, 
and enforced the -men’s constitu- 
tional rights. 

“Lack of due process,” it said, 
“no longer characterizes military 
tribunals.” 

“Most, if not all, of the difficul- 
ties experienced by the military 
services since the inception of the 
Code have resulted from their own 
attempts to revert to ‘the old sys- 
tem’,” said the judges. 

They then turned around and 
patted the Army on the back for its 
system of selecting top military 
lawyers and appointing them as law 
officers, with that work as their 
sole duty. «ther services please 
copy, said the court. 

They lambasted what they called 
the “tremendous” increase in is- 
suance of undesirable discharges 
to circumvent the Code, which re- 
quires trial with strict judicial 
process for issuing punitive dis- 
charges.

quarters increase, estimated to cost 
$449 million more per year. The 
average increase would be about 
37 percent, using pre-War II hous- 
ing prices. All services give this 
a high priority for action. 

The group’s ideas on proficiency 
pay cal] for putting the fourth 
increment of P-1 into effect and 
emphasizes the program’s P-2 
phase. It would cost an extra $18.7 
million to do this, raising the DOD 
budget request by that much. 

But Army wants to go to the 
P-3 phase without changing the 
$30 increments now paid. Navy 
wants to go to P-3 in 1962 and 
pay the full $50 per step authorized 
by Congress. Air Force would go 
the full three steps and use the 
$50 for P-1 immediately. 

Army would handle this routine- 
ly; Air Force and Navy give it 
high priority. 

The working group backed up 
Defense in submitting a proposal 
earlier to Congress supporting the 
recomputation of retired pay. No 
action has been taken and it prob- 

bly will not get to hearings dur- 
ing the current session. 

Since the group made its rec- 
ommendations on per diem, De- 
fense ‘has proposed to raise the 
rates from $12 to $15, and to $25 
in special cases such as conven- 
tions. Cost of the increase is es- 
timated at $22 million a year. 

The “brush fire” injury proposal 
would extend veterans benefits 
normally available to those injured 
in time of war to military persons 
injured overseas “as the result 
of a hostile act.” 

Benefits would include vocation- 
al rehabilitation for the disabled, 
exemption from dual compensation 
restrictions, and in some cases 
money to buy an automombile. Sur- 
vivor benefits are the same in 
peace or war, so they would not 
change. All services give the pro- 
posal high priority. 

The Navy, Air Force and Ma- 
rine Corps would like to use the 
responsibility pay authorized in the 
£1958 pay act. It would cost about 
$2.9 million for the Navy and Ma- 
rines, $5.1. million for Air Force. 

The Army’s position has not been 
made public. But it is believed to 
be opposed to use this pay, 
which varies from $50 to $150 per 
month for certain officers in grades 
0-3 through 0-6. 

The group~recommended action 
on other proposals which are now 
at Defense Department level with 
service positions attached. Here is 
a summary: 

TRAILER PAY 

Defense has sent a trailer pay 
proposal to the Budget Bureau 
which closely follows th group’s 
recommendations. It asks for pay- 
ment of haulage fees equal to the 
commercial rates, which ran about 
35 cents a mile in 1960. No max- 
imum pay rate is set for com- 
mercial haul, no specific rate for 
self-haul. 

The commercial rate would be 
governed by the actual costs and 
the self-haul rate would be set by 
administrative action within the 
Defense Department. 

All services favor the proposal, 
but only the Navy gives it a high 
priority. Estimates show it would 
cost an extra $1.4 million the first 
year in operation. 

ANNUITY TAXES 

The Internal Revenue Bureau 
has ruled that all retired pay is 
taxable. If the amount a man is 
eligible to receive is reduced by 
an election under the “Retired 
Servicemen’s Family Protection 
Act”—probably better known as 
the Contingency Option Act — he 
still must pay the larger amount 
because nominally he is entitled 
to it. After his death, his estate 
must pay taxes on payments from 
the option choice. 

The working group said an 
amendment of tax laws should be 
obtained to tax only the amount 
of retired pay received, and to 
tax the survivor only on the 
amount of the annuity received.

READJUSTMENT BONUS 

Readjustment pay to involuntar- 
ily released Reserve officers 
should be raised from half a 
month’s to two months’ pay for 
each year’s service, the group felt. 
This would put them on an equal 
plane in this respect with Regular 
officers. Estimated eost: $8 mil- 
lion per year. All services enthus- 
iastically favor the proposal.

THESE WERE NOT ALL the 
proposals recommended as a means 
of improving the services’ ability 
to attract good career men. The 
working group urged all services 
to stabilize their positions on sev- 
eral more items so that Defense 
can consider them. Here are those 
items: 

Accrual/Requital: The proposal 
to ease the financial impact on 
flying officers who are removed 
from flight rolls through no fault 
of theirs. Both Navy and Air Force 
have submitted proposals for -this 
pay. 

The Army has consistently op- 
posed it on the ground that there 
is no reason to pay for hazardous 
duty where no hazard exists. It 
also says there should be no hard- 
ship in fequiring an officer to 
live on the same standard as others 
of his grade. 

The working group concluded 
that savings in flight operations 
costs and flight pay will offset, to 
a degree, the cost of the extra 
pay. 

Term Retention: A Navy pro- 
posal to give substantial payments 
to reservists picked to remain on 
duty beyond their service obliga- 
tion. Top payment could go as 
high as $16,000. Army and Air 
Force oppose the idea on the 
ground that it would hurt procure- 
ment of Regular officers. 

Alert Pay: An Air Force propos- 
al opposed by Navy and Army. It 
would pay $10 extra for each 24 
hours spent in an alert status. 
Army says that abnormal duty 
hours are a part of military life 
and all personnel are on duty 24 
hours a day. Navy says that the 
military should not try to equate 
military duty with an eight-hour 
day and a 40-hour week. 

Remote or Isolated Duty Pay: 
This. is a special pay proposed for 
assignment at isloatéd stations. 
Varying rates would be provided, 
ranging from’ 10 to 40 percent of 
base pay, depending on degree of 
isolation and hardship. It follows 
the idea of “differentials” for civil- 
ians employed by both govern- 
ment and industry. Air Force fa- 
vors the concept. So does Army, 
but disagrees with the area recom- 
mendations. 

Family Separation: An Army 
proposal for additional pay, scaled 
to grade and number of depend- 
ents, to those~who must serve 
where their dependents cannot be 
with them. It would not go to 
those who voluntarily leave their 
dependents home. 

The Navy agress with the basic 
idea but wants a further study of 
the proposal. Air Force likes it 
but wants to restrict it to those 
who go overseas without depend- 
ents and have no government 
quarters overseas. All give it rou- 
tine priority. 

Variable Reenlistment Bonus: 
This Navy proposal is not liked 
by the other services. It would 
offer special first reenlistment 
bonuses for critical skills. 

Army says it depreciates the 
“hard service” skills which are not 
so hard to retain. Air Force says 
it “has all the earmarks of a short- 
range, one-shot effort” to keep 
special skills. 

Technical Competence Pay: An 
Air Force proposal, this would give 
special pay (up to $300 a month) 
to officers who have degrees in 
science or engineering and who 
work in these fields. Army and 
Navy opposition is based on staff 
studies. No positions have been 
submitted.

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BOOK REVIEWS 
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A-Bomb Decision: Was It Right? 


JAPAN SUBDUED: The Atomic Bomb and 
the End of the War in the Pacific, by Herbert 
Feis. Princeton University Press, Princeton, 
N.J. $4.

Y THE TIME the atomic bomb demolished Hiro- 

shima and its inhabitants, Japan was a badly beat- 
en nation. Its cities were burning, ifs armies routed, 
much of its navy was on the bottom of the oceans, 
its Emperor wanted peace. The question that still 
bothers many responsible Americans (and a good 
many other people) is, was the decision to use A- 
bombs on living targets the right decision? 

Herbert Feis, one of our best World War II his- 
torians, goes into this question in his fourth book, 
covering the period from V-E Day to V-J Day in 
1945. He doesn’t come up with very many firm con- 
clusions, mostly because there seldom are clear-cut 
answers to most complex questions, but he does stim- 
ulate thinking on some world-shaking problems that 
still persist. 

Granted that Japan was within a few months or 
so of surrendering, why did we use the atomic bombs 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki? There were many rea- 
sons for using them, considering the event in its his- 
torical time. The reasons against using the atom 
bombs were not too clear, and not so compelling at 
the time. 

Most of our leaders, learning of our atomic devel- 
opment, felt that if the Germans or Japanese had de- 
veloped the A-bomb first, they wouldn’t have hesi- 
tated to use it. In addition, we had just finished 
fighting the costly, bloody Okinawa and Iwo Jima 
campaigns, and we assumed that Japanese resistance 
was going to become even more fanatical (if that 
were possible). Although Japan was beaten, our lead- 
ers reasoned, it didn’t necessarily mean that Japan 
was going to quit—Germany didn’t quit long after its 
leaders knew that all was lost, and neither did the 
American Confederates in an earlier war.

IN TRYING to understand our leaders’ determina- 
tion to win with the least loss of American blood, we 


must remember what we had suffered just before the 


bomb was dropped. “Since the desperate kamikaze 
attack began,” Feis writes, “suicide planes had sunk 
34 American ships, including three aircraft carriers, 
and damaged 285 (including 36 carriers of all sizes 
and sorts, 15 battleships, 15 cruisers and 87 de- 
stroyers).” 

In considering the cruelty inherent in the A-bomb’s 
use, there was also the fact that one great “conven- 
tional” raid on Tokyo in March 1945 had killed and 
wounded more Japanese civilians than did the Hiro- 
shima A-bomb. It was also felt at the time that a 
practical demonstration of the A-bomb might impress 
the Russians and anybody else who had aggressive 
intentions. Perhaps, some of our leaders felt, the 
bomb could be a tremendous object lesson of the 
need to banish war in the first place. 

Later, President Truman wrote of his decision: 
“I regarded the bomb as a military weapon and 
never had any doubt that it should be used.” 

Winston Churchill wrote: 

‘.. . the decision whether or not to use the atom- 
ic bomb to compel the surrender of Japan was never 
even an issue. There was unanimous, automatic, un- 
questioned agreement around our table; nor did I ever 
hear the slightest suggestion that we should do other- 
wise.” 

Churchill, apparently, was unaware at the time of 
a small group of important American scientists who 
wanted to demonstrate the bomb’s destructive power 
without killing anybody, in hopes of getting the Jap- 
anese to quit before the bomb was used for real. 
This proposal ran into many complications — Japan 
might not have believed us, we only had a couple 
pa — at the time, the demonstration might have

Tale of South Africa 


BRIEF AUTHORITY: A South African 
Priest’s Story of His Struggle Against Aparth- 
eid, by Charles Hooper. Simon and Schuster, 
N.Y. $4.95. 


(CHARLES HOOPER is an Anglican priest who was 

assigned to a church in a small town in the 
Transvaal, on the border of Bechuanaland Protector- 
ate. Father Hooper and his wife immediately got into 
trouble with the all-white church members when they 
permitted a couple of colored (mulatto) school teach- 
ers to worship in the tiny church. 

This falling-out with the churchgoers becamé the 
least of the Hoopers’ troubles. The South African 


government began passing stricter and stricter laws 
against the natives, and when they required that 
every native woman in the rural areas buy and carry 
a special pass book, violence erupted. 

Fr. Hooper tells the story of these bloody events 
in a calmly factual book that has been banned in his 
native South Africa. Sadly, conditions appear to have 
gotten worse since the 1957-58 events described in 
what writer Alan Paton calls “this sad and, terrible 
book.” —R. S. H.

HERE ARE two new stories of mystery and sus- 
pense written by British authors and published 
for the first time in the States.

McKenna-Overtcn Duet Is 
One of Year's Best LPs

ROM the hundreds of LPs re- 
leased each year, every now 
and then a man will hear one 


that he knows will meet the test 
of time, for him at least, and 
will be played on his phono- 
graph for many years to come. 


I heard just such a record last 
week, and it’s a jazz piano duet, 
of all things. The pianists are 
Dave McKenna and Hal Over- 
ton. The LP is called “Dual 
Piano Jazz” (Bethlehem 6049). 
It is recommended. without 
reservations of any kind. 


Piano duets are almost al- 
ways a bore and I believe this 
is as true of classical music as 
it is of jazz. But this record is 
an exception. McKenna and 
Overton, backed by bass player 
Earl May and drummer Jerry 
Segal, never get in one another’s 
way and have combined to pre- 
sent a program of music — 
ranging from a Fats Waller com- 
position to a pair of tunes by 
Thelonious Monk — that is strik- 
ing in its originality, taste, 
rhythmic snap and technical ex- 
cellence. And the two pianists 
have managed to do this al- 
though they are associated with 
different kinds of jazz music. 

On the other hand, Over- 
ton, who is 41 years old and was 
around when the swing era 
giants were in their heyday (al- 


though at the time he was prob- — 


ably more involved in classical, 
or formal, music), is best known 
as an avant garde experimental- 


ist, in jazz as well as in formal 
music. Overton likes Bud 
Powell, Horace Silver and The- 
lonious Monk.

Eggheads 
Shun TV

HOLLYWOOD—Have you ever wondered if you could 
qualify as an egghead or intellectual type? Well, there is 
a sure-fire test now. If you own a TV set but have quit 
looking at it, you definitely are an egghead first class. 


Your TV set must be in working order, though. It doesn’t 
follow that you are an egghead just because your picture tube 
has blown and you don’t have enough scratch to buy a new one. 


Don’t take my word for this new egghead test. TV’s brass 
have thought it up themselves. You may have noticed recently 
that most of the class magazines are carrying big advertisements 
designed to convince you thinkers that TV isn’t all sex and bust- 
ed heads. 

Usually these ads are decorated with a John Groth drawing 
depicting some crisis. Everyone knows that intellectuals are crisis- 
conscious. On top of this Groth drawing is some learned copy 
about the world we live in and how TV is bringing it right to 
your living room, if you only will take the time to flick the switch.

ELSEWHERE in the ad is a list of the truly worthwhile pro- 
grams and the days they are telecast. These ads are paid for by 
the Television Information Office, an industry-subsidized propa- 
ganda dispenser. 

TV is running these ads, because it is convinced that the egg- 
heads, the country’s pacemakers, have forsaken the medium for 
reading or maybe just sitting on a park bench and meditating. 

One of our biggest soap companies had the Nielsen rating 
people take a special survey recently and discovered from it 
that TV viewing has declined during the past two seasons. A 
CBS statistical analyzer hastened to prove that this time Niel- 
sen was nuts—the survey was “out of phase”—but the industry 
was shaken, nonetheless. 

In fact, prior to Nielsen’s revelation, another CBS executive 
reported that he went to a dinner party in New York one night 
and discovered that none of the 15 guests had seen a CBS Re- 
ports program, “A Real Case of Murder.” Since it was about a 
famous New York criminal trial, and nine of the 15 party guests 
were lawyers, the CBS executive was naturally appalled. 

There have been other indications that the egghead has brok- 
en the TV habit. Lecture and concert-tour bookers used to try 
to avoid putting their attractions on nights when “Playhouse 90” 
or other special-quality TV shows were scheduled. Now they don’t 
have to bother. Every night is “The Untouchables” night on TV.

AT RARE unguarded moments, a few of TV’s brass will admit 
that quality programming has declined numerically in recent years 
and that they now are trying to do something to repair the dam- 
age and lure the intellectual back into the fold. 

NBC’s Don Hyatt, producer of such fine documentaries as the 
“Project 20” series, is more militant. 

“The intellectual must share some of the blame if TV has 
lost some of its satisfaction for him,” says Hyatt. “Our thought 
leaders frequently just complain and really don’t know what they 
are complaining about because they aren’t looking at TV. It is 
time they get honest with themselves. 

“Everyone must band together. We all get disenchanted with 
democracy once in a while, but we don’t give up. There is too 
much negative talk about TV, and -I don’t believe the audience 
has lived up to what it expects of TV. It hasn’t given enough 
support to good programming when it is made available.” 

Hyatt makes a couple of valid points here. There is a breed 
of egghead which tends to make a career of carping, when ac-

tually he doesn’t really know if the conditions he’s unhappy with 
are bad or not. He’s doing most of his carping from hearsay. 

Nevertheless, it does seem that at least some of the more 
intelligent members of our society are shunning TV. The net- 
works are beginning to think so anyway, and they wouldn’t kid 
themselves about a thing like this. 

Another problem is that eggheads use toothpaste, stomach rem- 
edies and cigarettes, too.

PRESIDENT WILSON was not 

only a leading scholar of Amer- 
ican government and history — he 
also had a lucid way of writing and 
speaking which put his thoughts 
across to the humblest folk. In 
his Memorial Day address of 30 
May 1915 — just 50 years after the 
close of the Civil War — he thus 
summed up the outcome in one 
sentence. By the eve of World 
War I, which we had not yet en- 
tered, “a national consciousness” 
had at least developed, and none 
too soon. 

The states had never been really 
united. The struggle to get a 
Constitution, emphasis on state 
rights and nullification of federal 
laws, and the slavery’ issue 
(whether new states should be 
admitted as “slave” or “free”) had 
been elements for disunion. The 
matter had to come to a crisis, and 
the signal for the showdown came 
when the Southern states seceded. 
Four long and tragic years of in- 
ternal war resulted in keeping the 
nation intact.

Average Auto Trip 
Costs $29 Per Day 


WASHINGTON—Reviewing costs of vacation travel by car, the 
National Touring Department of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion pegs the daily budget for two persons at $29. 

“Naturally, vacation expenditures depend to a great degree 
on personal preferences, tastes, habits and means,” says AAA, “but 
our analysis of the costs of travel by auto indicate that two people 
can tour comfortably on a daily budget of $29 based on 300 miles 
per day in a car averaging 15 miles per gallon of gas.” 

AAA points out that its budget estimate provides only for 
the bare essentials. The budget breaks down as follows: 

For mileage in excess of 18,000 annually, an additional de- 
preciation allowance of $14.74 per thousand should be added to the 
fixed costs. 

Using the above figures, it is fairly easy to compute annual 
driving costs, and it can be shown that the amount of driving has 
a direct relationship to the cost per mile of driving. For example, 
the average motorist drives about 10,000 miles a year, which results 
in the following approximate costs:

Wilmington, Del., Wynnewood, 


Store's Bronze Eagle

66 EET me at the eagle.” 


Servicemen visiting Philadelphia for the first time 
are dumbfounded and often disappointed when they receive 
these instructions. They probably had not planned on spend- 


ing their first free afternoon 


at the zoo. 


To millions of shoppers, how- 
ever, there is only one eagle—a 
large bronze one in the Grand 
Court of John Wanamaker depart- 
ment store in the heart of Phila- 
delphia. Persons from all over the 
world have been meeting at the 
eagle for decades. It was made for 
the St. Louis Fair and purchased 
by John Wanamaker after the ex- 
position in 1904. 

Early arrivals perch on the base 
of the eagle while they wait. Oth- 
ers lean against the sweater and 
blouse counters. Men, who grow 
weary of waiting, stray into the 
men’s department which is the 
largest of any in the City of Broth- 
erly Love. : 

The store also boasts of hav- 
ing the largest book section of 
any department store in the 
United States. It is conveniently 
near the meeting spot and custo- 
mers browse at leisure. 

Store employees are able to an- 
swer many questions concerning 
the city, and the travel bureau staff 
can answer other queries. A guide 
to what is playing at nearby the- 
aters is also available. 

A major attraction which has 
made the store a traditional meet- 
ing place is the organ music pro- 
vided by the store. 

John Wanamaker believed music 
should be part of daily lives and 
work as well as form of relaxation 








and amusement. Unlike most or- 
@ans which are played only on Sun- 


days and special occasions, it has 
been played every business day 
since its installation in 1911. It 
was dedicated by President Wil- 
liam H. Taft. Concerts are present- 
ed three times daily. Store officials 
believe more persons have heard 
this organ than any other musical 
instrument.

EVEN SOME of Wanamaker’s 
customers have rarely visited the 
Philadelphia store or four subur- 
ban stores. They shop by phone 
or mail. Its reputation has spread 
to such an extent the store has 
been asked to ship tea to China, 
nylon to Japan and a mattress to 
Thailand. 


The request for tea came from 
a Chinese woman who wanted to 
taste “real American tea.” The or- 
der for the mattress came from a 
man who explained he was going 
to be married. All orders were 
filled, but the clerks are puzzled 
why a Japanese would send across 
the world for nylon when Japan 
is noted for its inexpensive and 
beautiful materials. 

The six women who work in the 
Personal Shoppin. Department 
have become blase about strange 
requests, but they will not forget 
a recent order received from 
Spain. It said, “Please send two 
pregnant guppies air mail.” The 
Personal Shopping Services was 
unable to fill the order—not be- 
cause of the difficulty in sending 
two guppies air mail, but the clerks

argued as to which guppies were 
pregnant. 

The store attempts to send 
exactly what is requested or 
nothing at all. 

Members of the shopping serv- 
ice fill the orders in person from 
the store and not from a stock 
room. If a sergeant’s wife in Ger- 
many orders a bathing suit, giving 
the type she wants, size and price 
range, the shopper goes to the 
bathing suit department and looks 
for a suit to meet the require- 
ments. ‘ 

The major complaint from this 
department is the lack of infor- 
mation given by the customers. 
Sometimes the address where the 
order is to be shipped is missing. 

The service receives about 25 
orders a week from servicemen 





and their families who need help 
in ‘selecting items. Orders from 
customers who have seen the item 
advertised and know exactly what 
they want are not channeled 
through this department. 

Foundation garments and other 
clothing head the list of items 
most frequently ordered from 
overseas.

A NAVY NURSE asked the 
shopping service to send a com- 
plete wedding outfit. She included 
a sketch of the type of dress she 
preferred. 

The largest order from overseas, 
employees recall, was for $3000 in 
furniture and household appliances 
for a missionary in India. 

The shopping service was kept 
busy with a five-page order from 





the American embassy in Uruguay 
which included everythiag from a 
tuxedo to aspirin. 

The store aims not only to fill 
all orders for merchandise but also 
to meet numerous other requests. 
It has a close tie with the com- 
munity and the military. 

Each year the store gives an 
award to the Marine in the area 
who has done the best job of re- 
cruiting. Window displays and 
exhibits in the auditorium at 
Wanamaker’s are used to help re- 
cruiting at Willow Grove Naval 
Air Station. The store partici- 
pates in Armed Forces Week by 
lending personnel for parades, ad- 
vertises the events and does win- 
dow displays.

SINCE THE store opened 100 
years ago last month, it has been 
the scene of many changes and 
many firsts. 


When John Wanamaker, son of a

In addition to his mercantile 
achievements, he also served as 
Postmaster General of the U.S. 
from 1889 to 1893. 





brickmaker, opened the doors of 
| his shop, selling suits for men and | 
| boys, his first day’s sales totaled | 
| $24.67. He invested $24 of this in | 
a newspaper ad and put the remain- | 
ing 67 cents in the drawer to make | 
change for the next day. 

In some of his early stores he 
tried stunts that are legends to- 
day. One time a big gong was set 
up inside the front door to wel- 
come each customer and' make him 
feel important. The plan backfired. 
At the sound of the gong, some peo- 
ple were terrified, others were em- 
barrassed and: annoyed. The gong | 
was removed. 


Posters 190 feet long were used 
each summer to stir up business. 
In a day when advertising was | 
sedate and proper, John Wana- 
maker won the title of “Father of 
Modern Advertising” for his revo- 
lutionary ideas. 

Once he sent balloons up from 
the store and the public was 
advised that whoever caught a 
balloon and returned it, could 
have a free suit of clothes. In 
1888 he ran a full-page news- 
paper ad, the first ever run by 
a department store. 

Shopping was tough a century 
|ago. Shoppers had to traipse all 
lover town to check off a whole 
shopping list. It was John Wana- 
| maker who figured out a solution. 
He dreamed up the first “com- | 
posite store,” a forerunner to the 
modern department store. 


In 1876 he bought an old rail- 
road freight depot and called it 
“the store of a thousand sur- 
prises.” More than 70,000 people 
crowded in the first day. 

The very heart of the Grand 
Depot was an elegantly carpeted 
gaslit room inside a circular count- 
er 90 feet around where women ex- 
amined evening gown silks in a 
ballroom atmosphere. 

All the counters were curved 
throughout the store and old 
prints show the floor plan repre- 
sented a series of broken circles 
extending out from the center, 
like ripples when a stone is tossed 
in a lake. Round-topped stools at 
every counter made the shopping 
experience relaxing.

WHEN GENERAL U. S. Grant 
honored the store with a visit he 
said: “It takes as much general- 
ship to organize a business like 
this as to organize an army.” 

One of the founder’s favorite 
remarks was, “I sell satisfaction.” 
Officials believe this motto is 
partly responsible for the loyalty 
which customers feel toward the 
store today. It is the reason so 
many servicemen and their fam- 
ilies order from John Wanamaker, 
no matter where they are sta- 
tioned. 

Before Wanamaker’s revolution- 
ized merchandising, customers and 
salesmen were engaged in a cold 
war. Stores offered no guarantee 
for their goods; price tags were 
made for haggling; clothes were 
not sized accurately. Customers 
could not open a charge account, 
cash a check or return unsatis- 
factory goods. 

Today, store officials offer 
simple instructions for opening 
a charge account. Write a let- 
ter to the -Credit Department, 
John Wanamaker, Philadelphia 
1, Pa. The customer should state 
he wants to open a charge ac- 
count, give his name, present 
address, permanent address in 
the States, and list of stores 
where he already has a charge 
account.

A wide range of items has been 
offered for sale by the store dur- 
ing its first 100 years. In 1903, 
when the auto was a rich man’s 
luxury, John Wanamaker cham- 
pioned Henry Ford’s dream of low- 
cost mass transportation by selling 
Ford cars. 

The store also became a pioneer 
in the use of commercial automo- 
biles and by 1911 it had 67 in 
use. In 1919 the last horse was 
sold and the delivery fleet was en- 
tirely automobiles. 

Wanamaker and his son, Rod- 
man, were also early airplane en- 
thusiasts. Back in the days when 
the Wright Brothers and Glenn 
Curtiss were pioneering flights, 
Rodman started considering avia- 
tion as the future vehicle of com- 
merce. 

Following the historic flight of 
Bleriot over the English Channel, 
Wanamaker purchased a replica of 
Bleriot’s monoplane and exhibited 
it in his stores. Then he sold it 
to an American sportsman, mark- 
ing the first sale of an aircraft by 
a store. 

* * * 

THE STORE also had the first 
private telephone exchange in- 
stalled in 1900, and five years later 
inaugurated continuous day and 
night telephone service. In 1959, 
approximately four million calls 
came in and out of the store, car- 
ried by 150 lines.

DECKER SAYS 


Successor 
Won't Be 
Computer 


NEW YORK—Gen. George 
H. Decker, Chief of Staff, pre- 
dicts that farranging ad- 
vances in military electronics 
will give the Army of the 
1970s “infinitely greater com- 
bat capability” than it has at 
present. 

Through the development of 
miniaturized solid-state devices, 
nine-tenths of the soldier’s equip- 
ment load -ean be eliminated, 
Decker said in an article in the 
Spring issue of Electronic Age, 
quarterly RCA magazine. 

*“T do not anticipate that my 
successor in this time frame will 
be an automatic computer,” he 
said. “However, he will be a man 
with many electronic tools to as- 
sist him which will give him an 
infinitely greater capability of com- 
mand control than is available to- 
day. These will give our entire 
Army greater combat capability.”

Creative Photographers, Inc., 
with temporary offices at 35 West 
90th Street, New York City. Jef- 
fery Gordon, New York Photogra- 
pher and education administrator, 
is president. 

Teaching materials and curricu- 
lum details have been in prepa- 
ration for about two years and it 
will be perhaps another year be- 
fore the school swings into action. 
Ralph Hattersley, now professor of 
photography at Rochester Institute 
of Technology, will be the execu- 
tive editor. 

The teaching staff will include 
four members in Europe and one 
in the Orient. They cannot yet be 
named as negotiations are still in 
progress. The main body of the 
staff will consist of 10 Americans. 
They are: 

Andreas Feininger, Life staff 
photographer and author; Ernst 
photo-journalist; Robert 
Gage, art director and specialist in 
visual communications by photogra- 
phy; Alexander Liberman, art di- 
rector of Conde Nast publications; 
Arnold Newman, portrait photogra- 
pher; Wingate Paine, photographic 
illustrator; John Rawlings, fashion 
and commercial photographer; Ben 
Rose, commercial photographer; W. 
Eugene Smith, photo - journalist; 
and Bert Stern, advertising pho- 
tographer.

THE PRINCIPAL aim of the 
course, according to Mr. Gordon, 
will be to develop the capacities 
of promising students to use their 
cameras imaginatively. Applicants 
will be screened through question- 
naires to determine their ability 
to profit by the course. Although 
it will be assumed that students 
already have a basic knowledge of 
the craft, there will be preliminary | 
lessons for talented students to 
bring them up to the level of the 
course’s approach.

He will send the completed re- 
sult to the school for study and 
evaluation. The school will then 


return the assignment to the stu- | 
dent together with an analysis | 


and suggestions for improve- 
ment. 

It is expected that the school 
will be located in New Hope, Pa., 
or in eastern Connecticut, with 
business offices in New York City.

STARTED AT FORT MYER 





PMG School Has Trained 
75,000 Men at Ft. Gordon 


By LT. ALAN J. WACHTER 


FORT GORDON, Ga.—Everywhere in the world where American fighting men are 
stationed there are military policemen, most of whom received their initial training at 


Fort Gordon at the Provost 


Marshal General School. 





The PMG School, world center of 
military police training, has an out- 
standing record. More than 75,000 
officers and enlisted men have 
been trained here, including offi- 
cers trained in all phases of pro- 
vost marshal and military police 
duties, and enlisted men trained in 
general military police work and 
investigative techniques. 

The school trains members of 
the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Army Reserve 
and National Guard, as well as 
men from Canada, Chile, China, 
Egypt, Indonesia, Israel, Iran, Co- 
lumbia, Philippines, Mexico, Vene- 
zuela, Portugal, Argentina, Thai- 
land, Yugoslavia, ~South Korea, 
Pakistan, Viet Nam and Liberia. 

The school was established 15 
Jan. 1942 at Fort Myer, Va. The 
initial mission was to train a con- 
tinuous stream of officers already 
familiar with general military sub- 
jects in the special and technical 
aspects of military police work. 

In June 1942, the school was 
moved to Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., 
where it remained for six months, 
when it was moved to Fort Custer, 
Mich. Here the school was joined 
by a newly activated Military Po- 
lice Unit Training Center. The 
school began operating with these 
units under a new title “The Pro- 
vost General’s Training Center.”

IN SEPT. 1944, the school moved 
to Fort Sam Houston. Its stay here 
lasted until March 1945, when it 
moved to Camp Bullis, Tex. The 
next move came in Nov. 1946, when 
the School was redesignated, “The 
Military Police School,” and moved 
to Carlisle Barrracks, Pa. 

Located at Gordon since 1948, 
when the Military Police School 
transferred to Fort Gordon from 
Carlisle, the PMG School has de- 
veloped an air of permanence, with 
modern, specialized classrooms, the 
most up-to-date instructional aids, 
and training programs that include 
all phases of MP activity and re- 
lated subjects. 

It was again redesignated 
“The Provost Marshal General’s 
School in Sept. 1950, when it be- 
came a Class Il activity under 
the Provost Marshal General of 
the Army. 

The school is divided into two 
major departments of resident in- 
struction. The department of spe- 
cialized instruction provides 
courses in advanced military police 
technical training to officers and 
enlisted men of the Military Police 
Corps and other branches of the 
service, and in some cases, to quali- 
fied civilians. 

The department is divided into 
instructional committees. Subjects 
covered by the various committees 
include criminal investigations, 
maintenance and operation of the 
polygraph or lie detector, indus- 
trial defense operations, physical 
security of key industrial plants 
and installations and military and 
civilian law,

Everyone who has been stationed 
in Germany will remember the 
typical German rolls, the “broet- 
chen.” Here is an easy recipe 
that will produce a nice crusty 
roll. 

German Broetchen 

Ingredients: 1 package of cake 
yeast; 1 cup lukewarm water; 1 
tablespoon sugar; 1 teaspoon salt; 
2 tablespoons melted shortening: 
2 egg whites, beaten slightly; 4 
cups all-purpose flour (about). 

Soften yeast in % cup water. 
To the remaining water add sugar, 
salt and shortening. Add 1 cup 
flour and beat well. Add softened 
yeast and beaten egg whites. Mix 
well. Add enough flour to make 
a soft dough which has to be 
kneaded until smooth and satiny, 
about seven minutes. 

Place dough into a greased bowl 
and grease slightly on top. Cover 
and let rise for 1% hours. Punch 
dough down and let rise once more

The 
great danger from these poisons 
lies in the fact that they remain 
chemically stable for long periods 
of time. The other insecticides are 
kiown as organic phosphates.

again to list but a few. These 
toxics, that is the most of them,

are extremely lethal to birds and | 


mammals but may 
less objectionable for the fact that 
they lose their potency relatively 
fast. 

On the basis of present informa- 
| tion the chlorinated hydrocarbons 
are the greatest cause for concern. 
This is due to their extreme tox- 
| icity at low concentrations, long 
| time stability, and wide useage for 
| insect control. When aldrin, for ex- 
ample, was applied at the rate of 
one pound per acre, one square 
foot of ground surface was found 
to contain enough chemical to kill 
two adult quail, 20 young quail or 
five young pheasants. When diel- 
drin was fed to adult pheasants in 
very small quantities, 1/200,000 of 
an ounce per day for two months, 
the birds produced eggs of re- 
duced hatchability and chicks were 
subject to a greatly accelerated 
death rate.

Congressman Says U.S. Has 
Too Many People Overseas 


WASHINGTON—There are too 
many non-military Americans 
living-in foreign countries to suit 
Rep. H. R. Gross, (R., Iowa). He 
also indicated that there are. too 
many servicemen overseas and 
that the phase-out of overseas 
bases is not being carried out as 
fast as he thinks it should. 

He is concerned about the ex- 
pense of shipping and housing the 
many dependents and civilian em- 
ployes overseas. He points to re- 
cent legislation which calls for 
emergency payment of civilian 
federal employes in case of quick 
evacuation from a trouble spot as 
an example of the trouble and ex- 
pense caused by what be believes 
to be a disproportion of non-mili- 
tary citizens living overseas. 


He told the Times that he real- 
izes that forward bases in foreign 
countries are essential to national 
defense and that a certain number 
of civilian employes and depend- 
ents are necessary. However, he 
said that he doesn’t believe that 
the great number of non-military 
persons overseas can really be 
justified. 

An article which appeared in 
the Cornell College (Iowa) “Alum- 
nus” did not help to ease the con- 
cern Congressman Gross has about 
the situation. He had the article 
published in the “Congressional 
Record.” 

The article was written by a 
graduate of Cornell College, tell- 
ing readers what a wonderful 
thing teaching can be in U.S, 
schools overseas.

THE ARTICLE began by saying, 
“How to travel and get paid”; 
“Free travel and free housing for 
teachers”; “See the World and 
Teach.” 4 

The author pointed out that since 
War II, the Army, Navy and Air 
Force have set up bases around 
the globe. She added, “. . . our 
government believes in making the 
serviceman contented on his over- 
seas assignment .. . therefore, 
families of our fighting men are 
also transplanted overseas to be 
with father in his new home away 
from home, and where there are 
American families, there must be 
schools, and in order to have 
schools, there must be American 
teachers.” 

The writer said she had been 





teaching in Iowa for many years. 





“When the telegram from Wash- 
ington, D.C. came it read: “Teach- 
ing position open to you island of 
Okinawa; wire within next 48 hours 
if you desire to accept.” ° 

She said the wire arrived 10 
years ago. “Since then, I have 
crossed the Pacifi¢ seven times, the 
Atlantic three times and traveled 
through Hawaii, Japan, Thailand, 
Burma .. .” 

“This has been done on a teach- 
er’s salary of $4000 a year — and 
you, too, can do it,” she said.

AWARE THAT Stateside teach- 
ers are higher paid, she said, 
“Then why not take a cut in salary, 
travel to Europe or to the Orient 
at government expense?” 

After relating some of the things 
to be expected by teachers over- 
seas in the way of American com- 
munity shopping and living condi- 
tions, the article was concluded 
this way: 

“So now, why don’t you take that 
plunge—leave your relatives and 
friends for a year (they’ll still be 
there when you return). This is 
the opportunity of a lifetime — 
get excited about it. However, if 
you don’t, please keep paying your 
taxes so that I can keep wander- 
ing around the world — at govern- 
ment expense.”

Guard to Replace 





Army on 


Hercules 


WASHINGTON—Brig. Gen. J. T. Snodgrass predicted 
recently that the National Guard will eventually take over 
a large portion of the operation of Nike Hercules sites now 


manned or in the process of 
Army. 

Snodgrass, from the Office, Dep- 
uty Chief of Staff for Military Oper- 
ations, told the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices committee that the Army will 
use personnel diverted from its 
Hercules operations to the ex- 
panding requirements for Persh- 
ing, Mauler and Army aviation 
units.” 

His comments were given to the 
Senate committee during hearings 
on Defense Department’s fiscal year 
1962 military procurement author- 
ization. Testimony, much of which 
was eliminated for security rea- 
sons, was released 11 May. 

Snodgrass told legislators that 
one of the main reasons for keep- 
ing Guardsmen on Ajax is to assure 
that a trained missile force is avail- 
able when the Guard does start 
switching to the Hercules. 

He noted that the active Army 
will be completely phased out of 
the Ajax by the end of fiscal 1962. 
He said there are no plans to turn 
Over any more Ajax sites to the 
Guard other than the 76 now on 
sites in 14 states across the coun- 
try. 

There had been some talks that 
the Army was considering using 
Guardsmen as caretakers for Ajax 
sites being vacated by the active 
Army. 

The Army Guard mans six Her- 
cules sites in Hawaii, 

Snodgrass said the active Army 
was contemplating building no new 
Hercules sites. He said Guardsmen 
are a source to eventually take over 
the Hercules from the Army. “The 
Army can use the spaces available 
for the expanding requirements for 
Pershing, Mauler, and Army avia- 
tion units,” Snodgrass asserted.

“The reason we are going to keep 
the Guard Ajaxes longer is to keep 
the units together. There are ci- 
vilian technicians employed by the 
Guard and they go into federal 
service if the balloon goes up. But 
if we were to phase them out now 
it would be very difficult to get 
them back again to take over the 
Hercules,” Snodgrass continued.

SEN. LEVERETT SALTON- 
STALL (R., Mass.), «questioned 
whether we should continue man- 
ning Ajaxes when they won’t be 
any good against a modern airplane 
attack. “Why don’t you give it up 
altogether, put those Army Guards- 
men to other use, and phase-in the 
Nike Hercules when you can?” 
Saltonstall asked. 


Witnesses pointed out that the 
Ajax wasn’t nearly as capable 
against high flying aircraft as the 
Hercules but that it can hit any 
known Russian aircraft now in ex- 
istence or known*to be under con- 
struction. 

“It (Ajax) does strengthen de 
fense by having it there. The Ajax 
can’t reach out as far as the Her- 
cules or can it reach as high. But 
it does have a distinct capability 
against manned aircraft, and for 
that reason it is really a thickening 
of the defense by leaving the Ajax 
in the defense forces,” Army Chief 
of Staff Gen. George Decker told 
the committee. 

Decker also pointed out that the 
active Army, as it converts from 
Ajax to Hercules, will turn over 
some of the equipment to the Guard 
so they can train non-operating 
Ajax units. These are units on the 
TOE charts but they do not ac- 
tually man missile sites.
